When the discovery 
was made he pleaded for time and was given 
until 8 o’clock one afternoon to redeem one of 
the loans of $3,000 or be criminally prosecuted. 
He waited until the last minute and then 


paid up. 
A WIDOW LOSES #27,000.

protectionists alike Oppose it, for local rea- 


sons ‘perhaps. As this treaty would 
only affect about one-hundredth part 
of the Mexican commerce, and 
‘the United States Congress has considered 
it unwise to make even so small a beginning 
towards better commercial relations, believing 
undoubtediy somebody in this country would 
Suffer therefrom, how is any one to suppose it 
would even deign to consider the proposition 
to establish free trade with Mexico?” 

Beim asked what his opinion is as to the 
chances of the passage of the Enabling uct in 
the coming Congress, Mr. Romero said: 

“Of course I do not know, but if the Admin- 
istration does not favor the treaty, and I know 
nothing whatever of its intentions, the treaty 
must surely fail again.“ 

Mr. Romero seemed despondent as to the 
prospects of the passage of the Mexican Treaty- 
Enabling act. Speaking of the possibie failure 


of this act, he said that, in the absence of a 


reciprocity treaty, the railroads from the United 
States to Mexico, instead of promoting trade 
between the two countries, would in point of 
fact be an injury to American trade. The rea- 
son assigned was that the English and Germans 
were extending their trade facilities as far as 
the Rio Grande, and that they would soon mo- 
nopolize all the trade and the railroads would 
be one of their most efficient agents. 

WasuIneTon, D. C., Oct. 19.—Secretary Bay- 
ard said to a reporter today that the only nego- 
tiation pending between the United States and 
Mexico that he knew of was the so-called reci- 
procity treaty still before the House of Repre- 
“ The relations between this coun- 
try and Mexico, he added, are more cordial 
than they have ever been before. The feeling 
that a closer relationship commerciaily would 
be advantageous is becoming more general, 
and there ia less jealousy or fear on the part 
of the Mexicans that we bave any designs upon 
their country or want to disturb their autono- 
my. The relations now are most friendly, and 
the Mexicans have come to see that they will 
get nothing but good from closer intercourse 
with the United States.”’ 


BOSTON’S GREAT SCANDAL. 


FRED J. TABER SUES FOR DIVORCE FROM 
HIS WIFE—THE REV. MR. DOWNS’ STORY. 
Boston, Mass., Oct. 19.—(Special.]—The 


scandal about the Rev. W. W. Downs and Mrs. 


Annie J. Taber was revived today by the trial 
of the suit for divorce brought by Fred J. 
Taber. The Rev. Mr. Downs is pastor of the 
Bowdoin Square Baptist Church, where he has 
deen for about four years. For about a year 
and a half there has been a faction trying to 
oust Mr. Downs. The pastor bad apparently 
succeeded in overcoming his enemies, when a 
bombshell burst last August and scattered all 
hope of permanent peace. Between Mr. Downs 
arid Mrs. Taber there had for a long time existed 
very friendly relations. They claimed that it 
was purely platonic affection, originating in 
Mrs. Taber’s misfortunes, her husband being 
morbidls jealous of her. The evening of the 
17th of August last Mr. Downs called on Mrs. 
Taber and was, it is alleged, locked in her small 
room on Derne street. Suddenly the door was 
burst open and three men jumped into the 
room. They were a detective, Mr. Taber, and 
one other. On the witness-stand today the de- 
tective swore that he found Mr. Downs and 
Mrs. Taber lying diagonally across the bed. 
He bad on only his trousers and shirt, 
while Mrs. Taber had on a dressing-gowh. Ta- 
ber pulled Downs off the bed and he proceeded 
to arrange bis disordered clothing. They left 
the room and allowed Mrs. Taber to dress, 
when she and Mr. Downs were taken to the 
station-houge and locked up on the charge of 
aduitery. Mr..Downs testified that the night 
was warm and that Mrs. Taber's room was like 
an oven. He took off his coatonly. His vest 
was on, but anbuttoned. His shoes were on. 
He suggested that the gas be turned down. 
Mrs. Taber was sitting on the edge of the 
bed eatmg an apple while he was sitting near 
her also on the bed. When the crash came 
Mrs. Taber sprang to ber feet and gave a 
scream. Mrs. Taber was dressed in a sack and 
a lady’s white outside skirt. I sbouid call it 
a dress,“ said Mr. Downs. “ She had her shoes 
on. Three men rushed in. I was of course 
confused, not knowing what it meant. I think 
Mrs. Taber turned up the gas. I had no 
struggie with anybody on the bed. When they 
rushed in the detective entered into some con- 
versation to the effect that he had not 
had much opinion of ministers and he had a 
d—d sight poorer opinion now, and he spoke 
of homes that I had broken up.”’

' Taber used to visit Mr. Downs in his study 


several times a week, and usually gave a 
peculiar pull on the door gong. The woman 
who kept the lodging-bouse testified that Mrs.

Mrs. Bates 
was 83 yeurs old, and the two sons were aged 4 
and 6 respectively. The famiuy had many 
neighborhood, to whom their 
death comes as a terrible blow. The house 
was valued at $510, and was not ineured. 
Among the ruins were found a silver watch 
and a pocketbook containing $26, which had 
hardly been touched by the flames. The serv- 
aut whose careless handling of the gas-stove 
wes the cause of the disaster had only been in 
the service of the family two days. : 

An inquest was begun yesterday on the body 
of Mary Ellen Bates. Mary Dolan, the servant- 
girl, who resides on West Adams street, near 
California avenue, testified that sbe came to 
the Bates family from No, 816 West Tavior 
street last Saturday. Mrs. Butes called her yes- 
terday morning and she (the witness) lit the 
fire. Said the witness: “Mrs. Bates said she 
would go back and get dressed. After I lit the 
fire I went out into a back shed near the aliey. 
When in there five minutes I heard the men 
screaming ana saw the house wasin flames. I 
saw the fire first come out through the dining- 
room windows. The dining-room and kitchen 
were in flames altogether. Made a coal fire. 
Could not pass between the wall and stove. Did 
not use any kerosene in lighting the fire. Used 
paper, wood, and a match. There’ was thick 
brown paper on the wall of the kitchen, but 
there was no paper lying around near the 
stove. Do not know how the stove-pipe ran 
into the wall. I had gone into the shed to look 
after the chickens, and I was in the alley when 
I saw the fire coming out of the window. Some- 
body toid me to jump over the fence; that if 
I shouid go into the house I would get burned. 
The gasoline stove was not burning. I took 
care of the lamps Sunday morning, filling them 
from a small can.“ The further hearing of

A BIG BLAZE AT Sr. LOUIS—NARROW ES- 
CAPE OF WORKING-GIRLS. 

St. Louis, Mo., Oct. 19.—[Special.)—A few 
minutes after 4 o’clock this afternoon two 
alarms of fire were turned in simultaneously 
from the levee and Market street. When the 
department arrived on the ground the entire 
first floor of the five-story building on the 
southwest corner of the streets named was 
found enveloped in flames. The first and sec- 
ond floors are oceupiead by Langenberg Bros.

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This Was on the Latest Indictment 
Found Against Him—A Date 
Fixed. 


An Assistant Teller Pleads’ Guilty and 
Will Be Sentenced Shortly-Ool. 
MoOaull Fined. 


New vonx, Oct. 19.—[{Special.|—Ferdinand 
Ward was nervous and very pale when he en- 


| tered the smoky room in which Judge Barrett 


was sitting in the Court of Oyer and Terminer 
today. He was ready, as his counsel alleged, 
to stand trial on the indictment filed Oct. 13, 
which accused him of stealing $110,000 from 
the late and lamented Marine Bark. The low 
wooden benches in the court-room were crowd- 
ed ana the spectators watched every movement 
of the notorious prisoner with eager 
curiosity. Ward seated himself so close 
to the benches that some persons 
who did not know him mistook 
him for one of the spectators, and when not in 
conversation with bis brother or his counsel 
he manifested his uneasiness by biting his 
under lip. When Judge Barrett took his seat 
afew minutes after 11 o'clock more than a 
dozen lawyers were grouped in front of the 
bar. There were District-Attorney Martine 
and his assistants, Mr. Purdy, Col. Fellows, 
and Mr. Davis. Near the prisoner sat his 
counsel, Gen. B. F. Tracy and Bourke Cockran. 
Then there were Mr. Cuming, the counsel re- 
tained by Wiliam Ward, Mr. Purrington, 
counsel for Ulysses Grant Jr., and two or three 
other lawyers who are interested in some 
way in this case. The court asked if the case 
of the people against Ferdinand Ward was 
ready for trial. Mr. Martine said that the 
prosecuting attorneys had ascertained that by 
reason of the action of another tribunal an im- 
portant witness had been put into such a posi- 
tion that he would probably not desire to tes- 
tify in this case. In view of that circumstance 
and in view of the fact that another important 
witness, the former assistant cashier of the 


Marine Bank, was disqualified as a witness by 


reason of ill-health, the counsel for the people 
felt that it would not be serving the cause of 
justice to attempt to proceed with the trial 
on the indictment to which the prisoner had 
pleaded. Mr. Martine said that he had another 
indictment, however, on which he was pre- 


pared to proceed to trial. 

„Wen was this last indictment found!“ in- 
quired Mr. Cockran. 

Last Friday,“ replied Mr. Martine. 

Mr. Cockran said that the defendant had no 
knowledge of any such indictment. He hoped 
that the court would not think it necessary to 
postpone the trial of Mr: Ward on the indict- 
ment under which he had come prepared to be 
tried. After some further talk among the 
lawyers the court took a recess until 2 p. m. 
to enable Mr. Ward's lawyers to read the new 
indict ment. 
THE NEW INDICTMENT. 

When the court reconvened the District-At- 
torney asked that Ferdinand Ward be placed 
at the bar to plead to the new indictment. This 
indictment was found under Sec. 529 of the 
Penal Code, which reads as follows: 

A person who, willfully and with intent to de- 
fraud, by color or ald of a draft, or check, or order 
for the payment of money or the delivery of prop- 
erty. when such person knows that the drawer or 
maker thereof is not entitled to draw on the 
drawee for the sum specified thereon, or to order 
the payment of the amount or delivery of the prop- 
erty, although no express representation is made 
in reference thereof, obtains from another any 
money or property, is guilty of stealing the same 
and is punishabie accordingly. 

There are five. couots in the indictment. 
They accuse Ward as follows: First, of steal- 
ing 871,800 by false pretense; second, obtain- 
ing thie certification of a check by false pre- 
tense; third, getting $71,800 by fraudulent 
draft; fourth, obtaining the certilication of 
a check by fraudulent draft; fifth, ob- 
taininme the signature of the paying 
teller of the Marine Bank to a written 
instrument by false pretense. The specifica- 
tions recited by the indictment are that 
the morning of May 5, 1884, Ferdinand 
Ward, having overdrawn his account in 
the Marine Bank, went to that institution 
and itea a check for $75,000, drawn by 
himself on the First National Bank of this 
city; that immediately afterwerd, the same 
day, Ward drew his individual check on the 
Marine Bank for $71,800, and had the same 
certified on the strength of his deposit of the 
$75,000 check on the First National Bank, 
which, the indictment alleges, was worthless. 
One countof the indictment charges that the 
sum of $71,800 was obtained on the check, the 
certification of which was obtained by fraud. 

Gen. B. F. Tracy rose when the Distriet-At- 
torney asked that Mr. Ward be required to 
plead to this indictment and said that his asso- 
ciate and himself bad barely had time to read 
the indictment without being able to analyze 
the five separate counts. Grave doubts exist- 
ed in the speaker's mind whether the offqnses 
charged constituted a crime. There was more 
talk among the lawyers, and then the court in- 
formed the defendant's counsel that they 
might plead to tne indictment at once and that 
the case would be set down for trial next 
Thursday morning, with leave to the defend- 
ant to then demur or move to quast the indict- 
ment. Mr. Ward then pleaded not guilty to 
the new indictment. 


AN ASSISTANT TELLER PLEADS GUILTY. 

Eugene B. Walton, assistant teller in the 
First National Bank, pleaded guilty in the 
United States Circuit Court today to a charge 
of talsifying entries in the bank's book. Judge 
Benedict remanded him for sentence. The 
charge was to the effect that April 2, 1885, Wal- 
ton altered his books so as to make them show 
that a check for $7,000 received by the bank 
from the City National Bank of Denver for col- 
lection at the Importers’ & Traders’ Bank had 
been returned for proper indorsement, when 
in reality it had been cashed in the usual way. 


Walton claimed that he made the alteration in 


his books to shield a fellow clerk, who bad 
been short in bis accounts about $7,000 for 
some time. 


CHANGES IN HOTEL MANAGEMENT. 

Henry Clair, the landlord of the Metropolitan 
and Park Avenue Hotels, announced to his 
astonished clerks today that his connection 
with both bouses was at an end, and that for 
the future Mr. Jobn M. Otter of the Colonnade 
Hotel would manage both the Metropolitan 
and’ Park Avenue. The surprise with which 
this unexpected statement was received had 


scarcely had time to subside when Mr. Otter 


entered tbe Metropolitan and formally as- 
sumed charge. He made no changes in any part 
of the hotel and did nothing in the way ofactive 
management, but announced his intention of 
taking full charge tomorrow. He pursued the 
same course at the Park Avenue Hotel and 
left the clerks to meditate on the possible 
changes which may be made in 
their prospects by this change of 
policy on the part of ex-Judge Hilton.

MONUMENT ASSOCIATION. 
LEAVENWORTH, Kas., Oct. 19.—/ Special. |— 

The Executive Committee of the Grant Monu- 

ment Association met at Gen. Miles’ office at 

Fort Leavenworth today, with the following 

members present: Ex-Gov. Marmaduke of 

Missouri, Gov. Martin of Kansas, Maj. Koch- 

titzk and G. W. Park of Jefferson City, T. P. 

Blair and Frank Hirshberg of St. Louis, Dr. 

Mumford of Kansas City, Mayor Neely of 

Leavenworth, Gens. Miles and Ruger, and Capts. 

Campbell, Hathaway, and Martian. 

Treasurer Hathaway reported $1,541 on hand. 
Dr. Mumford reported $711 from the Kansas 
City Times; Capt. Insley, $4,300 from the cit- 
izens ot Leavenworth: the State of Missouri, 
$148. The following resolution was adopted: 

Resolved, That for the benefit of the Grant monu- 
ment proposed at Fort Leavenworth invitations be 
sent out to various military companies, bands, etc., 
to meet at Fort Leavenworth for the purposes of 
competition, and that prizes be offered not to ex- 
ceed the amount ot $1,500, and that for perfecting 
other details thereof the matter be referred to a 
sub-committee to be appointed by the chairman of 
this committee, be to be a member thereof, said 
reunion or drill to be held for two days,. between 
the 16th and 25th of May, 1886. 

It was agreed to incorporate the associa 
tion and call it the Grant Association of the 
West.” Gen. Miles was requested to send a 
note to the Governors of lowa and Nebraska 
asking them to appoint the State committees.

PROBABLE USES OF NATURAL GAS. 
New York, Oct. 19.—A special dispatch from 
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assembled this morning. The Rev. Dr. A. G. 
Byers, Secretary of the Onio State Board of 
Charities and Corrections, opened with prayer. 
The Chairman announced the subject of the 
morning, and A. A. Brush, Warden of Sing 
Sing, N. L., conducted the discussion of the 
topic Prison Labor.“ The first proposition 
he brought up was The Necessity of Pro- 
ductave Labor in Prisons.“ the. reasons given 
being disciplinary, reformatory, and fnancisl. 
Gen. R. Brinkerhoff of the Ohio Board of 
Corrections. and . Charities, was the first 
to take up the general discussion. He an- 
nounced his belief that Ohio had about solved 
the prison-labor problem, notwithstanding me 
recent opposition to it, He deseribed the 


piece-price pian of prison labor, which, in bis 
opinion, was the solution of the prison-labor 
question. | 

Z. R. Brockway of Elmira, N. T., suggested - 
many questions for consideration, but believed 
in the organization of labor.in the prisons, to 
allow the prisoner to engage in labor in much the 
same way as if he were employed outside of | 
prison walls. The Government should puy only | 
for the expense of prisons as a means of sup- 
pressing crime, and all additional expense 
should be paid from the product of the diversir 
fied labor of the prisoners themselves. In 
answer to 4 question he explained his idea to 
be the selection of men for that kind of work 


for which they are best adapted. 


Mr. Massey of the Central Prison of Toronto 


recited me different kinds of prison labor in 
his place, favoring the piece-price plan. 
Brothers Anthony and Stephen of New York 
gave their views of reformatory methods, the 
latter denouncing the present contract labor 
system and telling of the work done in the 
protectory in charge of the Christian Brothers. 
A few others opposed contract. labor. Prof. 
Francis Wayland of Yale College stated his 
position as favorable to the contract system. 
It is his belief that the complaint against it is 
due to the abuse ot the system. He believed 
it was not yet time to pronounce the condem- 
nation of the contract system. : pp 
Charles E. Felton of Chicago said he never 
favored any one system, but he believed that 
different systems were practical under differ- 
ent circumstances. He considered the various 
systems and their good qualities, believing 
that the Government should have sole control 
of all prison labor. 
The morning session adjourned at 1 o’clock. 
At the afternoon session the Rev. J. L. Milli- 
‘gan of the Western Penitentiary of Pennsyl- 
vania presided over the discussion of the topic 
„Prison Statisties, opening the session with 
a notice of the different causes for crime and 
deprecating the loose and inexact methods of 
gathering statistics now in vogue. Accurate 
statistics be considered as lying at the base of 
all reliable theories. ä 
Henry Warner of the Allegheny Coun 
Workhouse, Pennsylvania, presented the re- 
port of the committee of the association, sub- 
mitting a blank form for the uniform coliec- 
tion of prison statistics. After adiscussion it 
was adopted. The following resolution, offered 
by ex-President Hayes, was read by the Secre- 
tary: 
* Resolved, That a committee of three members of 
the association be appointed for the purpose of 
bringing to the attention of Congress the propriety 
of the collection of statistics of the prisons of the 
United States and of the several States by the ap- 
propriate department of the General Government. 
The Rey. F. H. Wines of Illinois gave an ex- 
planation of the inaccuracy and incompiete- 
ness of our present statistics, u 


Lewis of New York followed with a similar 
argument. 

A. J. Cassidy of the Eastern Penitentiary be- 
lieved the cause of crime was sometimes bered- 
itary, and that often the parents should be 
held responsible for the crimes of their chil- 
dren. Neglect of their children he condemned 
heartily. c 

The resolution was unanimously adopted. 

President Hayes announced the subject of 
„% Women’s Prisons, which subject was opened 
by a paper by Mrs. C. F. Coffin of Chicago on 
**Reformatories, Police Matters, Etc."" She con- 
siders the general question of women’s prisons 
of vital importance, affecting the life and vigor 
of the Nation. The history of reformatories 
for women and giris began in Indiana, and the 
success there encouraged similar and success- 
ful efforts in Massachusetts. With these two 
exceptions females are confined in the State 
Prison for men, in a separate apartment, gen- 
erally illy adapted to reformatory measures. 
Matrons of these separate departments are 
usually appointed for some favoritism, and 
have little authority or opportunity to develop 
any plans for the reformation of convicts. The 
thought of reformation does not come to these 
prisons. She referred to the terrible results, in 
many cases, where the. guards have free 
access to the women’s cells, stating that 
what spoke simply 
a probability, but a statement of facts. She 
holds that men cannot reform debased women, 
and argued fora women’s and girls’ reform- 
atory, to be entirely under the supervision of 
women. As it now is, only the worst.criminals 
are sent to prison, the limited quarters allotted 
them compelling this. None are sent for 
reformation, but rather for  punish- 
ment. She favored institutions for 
women where ali the surroundings 
would be elevating. She maintained 
that bad women can be reformed. Station- 
houses were termed places of almost “ unmiti- 
gated evil,” and the speaker believed the em- 
ployment of matrons in these police-stations 
was a step in the right direction. Shedesoribed 
the work of a matron in one of the police- 
courts of Chicago. She denounced country 
jails, many of them being a disgrace to civili- 
zation. She spoke briefly in conclusior of the 
work for discharged prisoners, which is but 
just begun. 

After the conclusion of Mrs. Coffin’s paper 
the session adjourned. 

In the evening a large audience came out 
through the rain and paid ciose, appreciative 
attention to the addresses of the evening. 
President Hayes announced the following com-

During the daytime all the pris- 
oners are herded together in a common apartment, 
without employment and without discipline; the 
association is necessarily debusing and tends to re- 
duce them all to the moral level of the worst. 
force of this objection can be unde 
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gland has been continuous and rapid. 

Charles Dudley Warner, editor of the Hart- 
ford Courant, but more generally known as 
the author of much delighttully-sensibie liter- 
ature, read a short paper on“ Education as a 
Factor in Prison Reform.“ The paper was re- 
served for publication in Harper's M. 

It attempted to set forth a philosophical basis 
and to answer the 


knowledging 
done for the amelioration of prisons and the 
good effect upon the conduct of the prisdners 
themselves of our modern State it 
still insisted that the results were not equal to 
the expectations of philanthropists orin the 
reform of criminals worth the cost. More 
radical treatment must be undertaken 
if any considerable number of the 
actual criminal class are touched and 
reformed. It must be treatment that 
would take bold of the whole nature of the 
criminal. This was to be found in education— 
not mere teaching of knowledge, but in disci- 
ine that reached a man's belly, his intellect, 
is moral nature. He argued that criminals as 
a class were malformed, undeveloped, warped 


in body, mind, and moral nature—not in nor- 


mai condition. With physical nature coarse 
in fibre, it not diseased; with a mind 
dwarfed, if sharp in certain ways; 
and moral nature 80 abnormal 
that it could not tell right from wrong, and 
will be powerless to take a straight course and 
hold to ut, man could not be changed by decent 
surroundings, or by kindness, or by sermons. 
He must be subjected to discipiine, to three- 
fold training, like that at the Elmira Refor- 
matory, where body, mind, and moral 
nature were simultaneously worked on by 
disciphne in conduct, in work, and in 
study. And this must be continued until man 
had formed the habit of correct action, till it 
was as easy for bim to be decent as to be 
otherwise, and until will power had got strength 
enough to sustain bim. In order to do this, 
sentence must be indeterminate, for no fixed 
period, but until man was fit to go back to 
society. By this method, which shut out the 
poéssibility of hypocrisy for any length of time, 
man literally worked out his own saivation. 
The system at Elmira was referred to, not on 
account of the skill of the Superintendent 
there, but because it was on a philosophical 
basis, and one that promised, ifcarried out and 
supplemented with indetermined sentences of 
determined criminals, to work a radicai change 
in a vast number of men. As au incor- 
rigible, he had no right to 
large, an expense to the State. 
permanently shut up at labor that would pay 
for their keeping. . 
Ex-Senator C. H. Reeve of Indiana followed 
with a paper on The True Theory of Reform 
with Labor as a Factor.“ It is the duty of the 
orderly class to control the disorderly.

ANOTHER KEILEY AFFAIR. 

When it was announced a few days ago 
that the Rev. Dr. J. L. M. Curry of Virginia 
was appointed Minister to Spain THE 
Cnicaco Tripune ventured to assert that 
the Administration had put its foot into it 
again, and that it would soon have another 
Kelley affair on its hands. The time has 
come sooner than we anticipated. Ourry’s 
anti-ultramontanism is worse than Keiley’s 
antagonism to Italian freedom. Keiley went no 
further than to assert that Victor Emmanuel 
was a usurper of the political rights of the 
Pope when he marched into Rome at the re- 
quest of the Italian people and established it 
as his Capital; but Curry goes to the extreme 
of declaring in public discourse that a Roman 
Catholic is worse than a cannibal! 

There appear to be two good reasons why 
the appointment of Curry to Spain should 
be promptly canceled. Que of these is 
that he has a brother-in-law who has been 
for years the Spanish counsel against the 
United States. Asa matter of taste the ap- 
pointment of a man having such an un- 
fortunate family alliance is not compli- 
mentary to the Government of the United 
States. Dr. Curry may be a man of the 


ments. He may be, as one of his friends 
claims that he is, the best type of an Ameri- 
can citizen; but this brother-in-law business, 
should the Administration insist upon the 
appointment, must inevitably give rise to 
suspicions. Spain would certainly never ap- 
point a Minister to this country whose 
brother-in-law had been the American coun- 
sel in cases against Spain, nor is it in any 
better taste for the Administration to send a 
man to Spain under similar circumstances. 
As to the other objection, in 1876 Dr. 
Curry returned from Rome, where he had 
been as an evangelist, to Richmond, Va. 
The 12th of May of the same year he de- 
livered a public discourse in the latter ‘city, 
in the course of which he said: 

Talk oi infidelity! There is something worse, 
more difficult to overcome. That is Roman 
Catholicism, worse even than cannibalism,.. The 
difficulties in Italy of converting Roman Cath- 
olics to Christianity and distinctively to the 
Baptist Church thereof, are even greater than 
were those in the South Sea islands or in China. 
Romanism hs been incorporatei into the very 
lite of the people of Europe, and has been a 
corroding canker, cating the public conscience and 
emasculating everything like spiritual life.

THE FRENCH ELECTIONS. 

The French people having rebuked the 
Brisson Ministry for its foolish and reckless 
colonial policy, which has cost so much 
blood and treasure, and -having repudiated 
the fanatics who would again set up the God- 
dess of Reason for public worship, have 
again declared emphatically in favor of the 
Republic. 

At the elections Oct: 4 the Conservative or 
Monarchist party elected 210 Deputies, the 
Opportunists 250, and the extreme Radicals 
124. Asa majority of the votes cast are 
necessary to elect in the first balloting in 
France there was no election in 202. districts. 
Second ballotings were held last Sunday. At 
the second ballotings a plurality elects. It 
appears from the cable dispatches that the 
Republicans were generally successful. 
Their defeat two weeks ago was due to dis- 
sensions and divisions. In most of the de- 
partments the partisans of M. Clémenceau 
nominated a set of Republican candidates. 
The Ministerial party nominated a different 
set of Republicans. The Conservatives took 
advantage of the division. At the elections 
last Sunday the Republicans compromised 
and made common cause against the Mon- 
archists. They won. 

Thess elections will, on the whole, havea a 
steadying influence on the Republicans. The 
colonial policy, which is really one of con- 


f quest, will have to be abandoned; the swamps 


of Tonquin and Madagascar will probably 
revert to the original occupiers; French 
taxation will be reduced; and French sol- 
diers will not be exposed to disease and 
danger in a tropical region in questof an 
illusive glory whichis never grasped, 
The followers of M. Clemenceau are even 
more opposed to the conquest policy than are 
the Conservatives. No Jingo Ministry could 
now last in Paris a day. The members of the 
Extreme Right and of the Extreme Left, for- 
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cals over 150. This will give Clémenceau 


the balance of power. He will probably be 


a Cabinet Minister. He will be a useful 
one if he settles down to business. He will 


and hazardous enterprises. No one doubts 
Clemenceau's ability or his honesty. His dis- 
cretion has been questioned. A year ox two of 
the responsibility of a Cabinet officer will be 
a wholesome experience. 

As for the Conservatives, their infinence 
in the legislation of the next five years will 
necessarily be great. They will be able to 
check the Socialistic and Communistic tenden- 
cies of their more impetuous fellow-mem- 


bers of the Republican party. They will 


have a moderating influence. 


THE ENGLISH CARDINALS’ ADVICE. 

The British Tories attach great importance 
to the advice offered by Cardinals Newman 
and Manning to the Roman Catholics of 
Great Britain and Ireland not to support Par- 
liamentary candidates who are opposed to 
the disestablishment of the English Church. 
Coming from men of eminence who were at 
one time themselyes clergymen of the An- 
glican communion, the pronouncements of 
the two Cardinals naturally attract attention ; 
but it is probable that their significante is over- 
estimated. Cardinal Newman, especially, is 
known to entertain the warmest feelings of 
affection for the church in which he was 
educated. He has always since he went 
over to Rome” maintained that the English 
Church was a barrier against infidelity, and 
perhaps indulged in the hope that the An- 
glicans and the Roman Catholics of England 
would some day be reunited in a common 
faith. The Tractarian movement had its or- 
igin In the desire to consummate such a pur- 
pose. Cardinal Manning, though in a less 
degree, shares the ideas of Cardinal Newman. 

Their feelings in the matter, however, will 
have little influence with the English Roman 
Catholics. Their pronunciamentos will not 
change a vote. The Roman Catholics of En- 
gland consist of two -distinct classes. The 
wealthy aristocrats whose families have 
clung to the “‘ancient faith” and converts, 
mostiy Church of England clergymen and col- 
lege professors, constitute one class, which 
is not numerically large; the poor Irish im- 


migrants and their sons and daughters con- 


stitute the second and by far the more nu- 
merous class. Here and -there throughout 
Great Britain, notably in Lancashire, York- 
shire, and the Scotch Highlands, ere are 
isolated Catholic communities, but they have 
never had any appreciable influence on polit- 
ical movements. The two principal classes 
of Catholics—the Irish and the aristocrats— 
have never agreed in political matters, and 
never will. They are opposed in politics; 
the aristocrats despise the Irish and the 
Irish hate the aristocrats. The aristocrats 
have always been Tories. The Irish have al- 
ways been and are now Radicals to the ex- 
tent of Republicanism. The political mani- 
festoes of the Cardinals will have no effect 
with them. One sentence from Parnell would 
influence their political course more power- 
fully than a thousand speeches uttered by 
any English Catholic. 


MULLENISM IN OHIO. 

When the present Governor of Ohio head- 
ed the petition for the pardon of Policeman 
Mullen, who had arbitrarily arrested 130 Re- 
publicans in Cincinnati and prevented them 
from voting, and the President released him 
from the penitentiary where he had been 
sent by a Democratic judge and jury, his 
own counsel not being able to make a de- 
fense of his infamous conduct, Tur CHICAGO 
TRIBUNE, commenting upon the outrage, 
declared that this extraordinary act of the 
President would offer a premium for fresh 
frauds upon the ballot-box, and that it would 
be regarded by the Hamilton County gang as 
a notification that they could pursue their 
election villanies without exposing them- 
selves to punishment. The present state of 
things in that county confirms the truth of 
our statement. 

Mullen was released from the penitentiary 
upon the recommendation of Hoadly. He 
was released in time to go to the convention 
and help nominate Hoadly. He was then 
restored to his place on the police force 
through Hoadly’s instrumentality. This was 
equivalent to a notification to the gang that 
any outrages they might commit would be 
condoned. The result is an organized effort 
to steal Hamilton County. Nothmg more 
outrageous, shameless, or barefaced has ever 
been witnessed North or South. Ballot-box 
stuffing was practiced in the most flagitious 
manner. Men who were caught in the act of 
illegal voting were arrested upon the demand 
of Republicans, taken round corners by the 
police, and released to repeat their operations 
elsewhere. Ballot-boxes were stolen in 
some precincts and tampered with in 
others. Legally-qualified Republican judges 
were not permitted to act. In some 
precincts the Democratic vote exceeded 
the number of names on the registra- 
tion lists; in others no registry books 
were used at all. The Democratic 
gang managers, aided and abetted by the 
police, have organized a gigantic crime 
against the ballot-box and have conspired 
foolishly and wickedly to carry the election 
in that county against the will of the ma- 
jority of its voters. So audacious have they 
been in carrying out their villanous scheme 
that the better class of Democratic papers 
have come out openly and denounced them. 
The charges against them have not been 
made in a general way. The names of the 
scoundrels have been given and the exact 
place and time of the frauds have been 
specified. 

This Democratic conspiracy to steal the 
legislative vote of Hamilton County and to 
claim an election which was a Republican 
victory in law and in factis the direct out- 
growth of Mullenism.

FREIGHT DISCRIMINATIONS, 

We are now rapidly ap the time 
of the year when the produce freights of Chi- 
cago will cease to be protected by the com- 
petition of the waterways. If it be the same 
as in most former ‘seasons the closing of lake 
navigation will be the signal for an advance 
in railroad freight rates eastward from this 
city, and the higher rates will be maintained 
firmly for several months, while all around 
us the produce of the West is being carried 
to the seaboard at figures which operate asa 
powerful discrimination against the doing of 
the business in this city. For the first few 
weeks little notice will be taken of it by 
shippers. Then the fact will force itself on 
their attention, and they will begin to talk 
about it. After awhile the subject will be 
referred to a committee of the directors of 
the Board of Trade, and they will get ready 
to act by about the Ist of March, when the 
lines running east from Chicago will put 
down their figures for the purpose of . getting 
a fat take of the grain in store before the 
lake route is reopened. There will then be 
no further oceasion for the committee to act, 
and the subject will be dropped for another 
year. This bas been the rule for so many 
seasons that it is tiresome to attempt to count 
them. The attitude of the men who are 
most vitally affected by the action of the 
railroads appears to be patterned after that 
of the colored man who owned a leaky roof: 
In fine weather it was good enough, and 
when it rained he could not go up to mend it. 

It may be that this masterly inactivity till 
it is too late is largely due to a pretty well 
grounded conviction that protests would avail 
little, if at all. The great source of trouble 
lies in the fact that the impecunious roads 
which act the part of a ‘‘cut-off” are willing 
to carry grain at rates which the managers 
of the solvent lines are loath to accept and 
will not take unless in direct competition 
with the others; and they adhere ali the more 
strictly to their tariff figures on Chicago busi- 
ness because compelled to make sacrifices 
elsewhere. In one sense of the phrase they 
are not to blame, and their action would be 
viewed leniently were it not that the dis- 
crimination is often so cruel as to merit the 
designation of a ‘‘ cut-throat” policy. But 
there is one class of enterprise“ in this 
direction on which it is hard to look with 
lenient eyes. There are roads which, having 
no lake-port connections, do their worst to 
have the rates from this city sustained 
simply because that enables them to do better 
by cutting on the Chicago rates than they 
otherwise could do. It is these roads that 
are always on the lookout’ for reductions 
from the tariff rate on our business and the 
first toreport them. Their attitude is one of 
direct hostility to the business interests of 
this city, and they have wrought great in- 
jury thereto, especially within the last two 
years. 

It is very dimeult to suggest a remedy; but 
evidently one can only be found in an appeal 
to the selfishness of these discriminating car- 
riers, unless it were possible to obtain relief 
at the hands of the Illinois Board of Railroad 
and Warehouse Commissioners, of which 
there is little hope, though it should not be 
difficult to prove a breach of the State law 
when grain is known to be carried from the 
Missouri River to the seaboard at figures 
which, after the payment of the regular rate 
from this point eastward, leave to the West- 
ern line but little more than a quarter of 
what it would charge to bring grain to a con- 
signee here. A case in point is well known 
here as having occurred not very many days 
ago, 2314 cents being accepted to take grain 
from the Missouri River to New York, while 
not a mill less than 20 cents would be ac- 
cepted from Chicago. For the former point 
it might not be impossible to agree upon a 
course of action that would make it to the in- 
terest of the Eastern lines to mingle a little 
more of justice to Chicago with their mercy 
to shippers at other places. At any rate the 
object is worth an effort; and the movers in 
the matter would at least have the poor con- 
solation of knowling that failure could not 
leave them in a worse plight than their pres- 
ent one.

A change in the law, fixing the open- 
ing ‘of the season not less than two weeks later 
than now, would not only prevent the useless 
waste of vast quantities of valuable food, but 
would aiso tend to make the game less scarce 
in future years. There is great danger that 
very little will be left for the annual battue a 
tew years hence if the present rule, permitting 
early slaughter, is allowed to continue in force.

A GOLDEN STREAM. 


THE SHIPMENTS OF COIN TO THD TREASURY 
AT WASHINGTON—THE COINAGE OF DOUBLE 
EAGLES AT ’FRISCO. 

Wasurneton, D. C., Oct. 19.—The shipments 
of coin from the over-crowded vaults at the 
different: sub-treasumes to the Treasury at 
Washington since the general transfer began 
in September amount th about $26,000,000 in 
silver coin and about $5,000,000 in gold. The 
$10,400,000 in silver brougtt from New 
Orleans in naval vesgele is included 
in the above statement. All the gold came 
from San Francisco, from which place about 
$13,000,000 in gold had previously been sent to 
New York by registered mail. It is estimated 
it will take about a month and a haif to count 
the coin already received at the Treasury. A 
new and improved weighing machine was re- 


ceived at the department today from the Phil- 
adelphia Mint, and will be used in weighing the 
coin 2 


Some time ago the ef the Treasury 
ordered that the coinage of the double eagle at 
the San Francisco Mint be discontinued. It is 
explamed that this was done se of the 
large supply of those coins on hand and also 
on the theory that they did not entet as freely 
into general circulation as gold coins of small 
erdenomipations. The bankersand merchants 
of San Francisco were dissatisiied with 
the suspension, and recently requested that 
the coinage of double eagles be resumed on the 
ground that they were particularly desired in 
making payments for deposits of bullion. The 
Secretary was not inclined to modify his orig- 
inal order, but to accommodate the business- 
men as much as possible he has authorized the 
Assistant Treasurer at San Francisco to ex- 
change double eagles for gold coin of small de- 
nomination. 

The issue of standard silver dollars from the 


mints during the week ended Oct. 17 was 


$1,020,750; during the corresponding period of 
last year, $594,907. The shipwents of fraction- 
ai silver coin from Oct. 1 to Oct. 17 amounted 
to $567,559. 


AN INTERESTING DISCOVERY. 


WHAT ARE THOUGHT TO BE PREHISTORIC 
REMAINS DUG UP IN MASSACHUSETTS. 
WORCESTER, Mass., Oct. 18.—An interesting 

discovery of what are probably prehistoric hu- 

man remains has been made at Shrewsbury. 

Excavations, conducted by the Worcester 

Natural History Society, have been in progress 

the last week on the farm of W. N. May- 

nard, where the teeth of the mastodon were 
found last year, in bopes of finding fur- 
therremains. There have been found, seven 
or eighx feet below the surface, at the bottom 
of the peat formation, two more mastodonic 
teeth and fragments of cheek-bones, none of 
which were in very good preservation. Close 
by the newly-discovered teeth, however, was 
found a human skull tolerably well-preserved. 

This discovery gave rise to much speculation. 

The local scientists believe they have found a 

relic of prehistoric man. Prof. F. W. Put- 

nam, curate of the Peabody Museum 
of Ethnology’ at Cambridge, visited 

‘the excavations and made a careful examina- 

tion of the skull. At the monthly meeting of 

the society last night he spoke briefly of his 
impressionsin regard to it. He said it had 
some characteristics peculiar to the Indian 
race, and that some were decidedly white. It 
was not distinctive in any respect, and careful 
and minute measurements would be necessary 
to determine its character. He declined to ex- 

press an opinion as to whether it belonged to a 

prehistoric race or a contemporaneous race, 

but he was strongly inclined to the belief that 
the skull was that of a woman.

In the first act the audience is introduced to 
John Hastings, an English volunteer, who is 
aide-de-camp to Gen. Laroche. He has been in- 
trusted with an important dispateh, which he 

nome to study. His young wife mean- 
while has been visited by Eugene Lyon, a Ger- 
man spy, Who possesses over her the power of 
a first love. In marrymg Hastings she had sup- 
posed that the man who wronged her in youth 
was dead. Lyon now confronts” her, and, by 
threatening to expose her, and, if necessary, 
to kill ber husband, induces her to aid him in 
gaining a knowledge of the mysterious dis- 
patoh. The spy conceals himself behind the 
curtains; the husband enters, and soon 
drops asleep from the effects of 
chloral administered to him in eof: 
fee. Lyon makes a copy of the 
dispatch and flies. Dr. Cameron, a friend of 
the family, enters and finding Hastings asbep 
soon discovers the cause. The Captain is 
aroused with great difficulty, and is horrified to 
find by the testimony of a pad of blotting pa- 
per that his dispatch has been copied. Ae 
rushes for his coat and picks up instead one 
that does not fit him. In an instant he émpties 
the pockets, which are filled with letters bear- 
ing the address of Eugene Lyon. The curtain 
falls upon this admirable situation, which 
strikes the note of expectancy (as a first act 
always should), awakening an eager appetite 
for the events that are to fcllow. 

Act II. discovers Eugene Lyon in his apart- 
ments, where he is visited by Mrs.-Hastings, 
who prays bim. now that he bas accomplished 
his purpose, to leave ber in peace. She is 
kneeling to him in supplication when her bus- 
band and Dr. Cameron are heard upon the 
stairs. The incidents that follow are quick and 
surprising. Lyon conceals his visitor and bas 


apparently succeeded in putting bis enemies 


off the scent, when Cameron and Hastings un- 
expectedly return and confront Mrs. Hastings 
face to face in Lyon’s presence. There is an 
intensely dramatic scene where the woman con- 
fesses that she is ingtbe power of the spy. 

The third and last act shows a break in the 
progressive developmeut of the story owing to 
the wish of the author to introduce comedy 
without exactly knowing how to make it sub- 
sidiary to the plot. It may be bere suggested 
that Dr. Walker's experience with on—Dr. 
Walker is a comically-disposed individual who 
has been made a dupe—should be used as a 
clew to hunt down the spy. Then the doctor's 
presence in the play would not be superfluous. 

‘A mistake is also made here in losing sight of 
the motive of the drama, which is the stolen 
dispateb, John Hastings apparently forgetting 
his duty as a soldier on learning of his disgrace 
as a man. Does not the author of this play 
know, moreover, that a soldier who palters 
with a spy and connives at his escape is as 
guilty as the spy himself, and is a subject for 
the court-martial? This third act should be 
reconstructed, for there is every opportunity 
to make it as consistent and as powerful as 
those that precede it. The play ends with John 
Hastings’ forgiveness of his wife, and with the 
Sone down of Eugene Lyon by an enraged 
mob, 

This’ play throbs with action that is never 
overburdened by words; the author’s lively in- 
vention treats the spectator to a surprise in 
every act; the situations give room for the 
exhibition of human passion. Therefore, de- 
spite the defects pointed out—defects which it 
seems as if Mr. Mark Quinton, the author, 
could easily remedy—the work is a good 
one, compact, ingenious, and stirring, and 
relying for effectiveness. not upon scenery 
but upon honest acting. The language here 
and there should be revised; all talk about 
“ clouds dimming the sunshine of dur home,” 
etc., is disagreeably conventional; and it is 
quite unnatural for a man in moments of 
passion to use strained and school-boyish meta- 
phors about “my idol falling from its pedestal 
—iying shattered at my feet’’—and so on. 
Writing hke this should be confined exclusively 
to the works ot female novelists. 

Mr. Louis Aldrich, as a sort ot Teutonic Iago, 
made the character of the spy picturesque and 
defined the action graphically. More repose 
and modulation will come with practice. Mr. 
E. J, Buckley's sincere and manly work in the 
rst act—especially the naturalness of the 
transition from sleepy indifference to wide- 
awake horror—couid not well have been bet- 
tered. His Charies Thorne trick of expressing 
emotion in Act II. by turning his back to the 
audience is false in art—as false now as when 
Charies Thorne used it—because the personage 
on the stage is not supposed to be aware of the 
presence of an audience, and if be must turn 
his back on any one—a proper thing to do in 
concealing manly grief—he should turn it upon 
those who are with dim on the stage. Miss 
Dora Goldthwaite was very conscientious and 
earnest as the heroine—somewhat stifiy me- 
chanical in the great scene witb the spy in 
Act LI., but on the whole womanly and pleas- 
ing. (Ada Cavendish, who is known to 
Chicago goers, has made a pro- 
nounced hit in this part in London.) 
Mr. Sydney Drew as Dr. Walker showed some 
of that dry humor which has made Francis 
Wilson popular in buriesque; while Mr. Joseph 
Whiting— formerly with the old Union Square 
company—was easy and quite at home in the 
part of Dr. Cameron. The cast in its entirety 
isaneven and efficient one, and Mr. Frank 
Sanger’s first essay in serious dramatic man- 
agement—he has been formerly known chiefly 
througb his connection with popular farces—is 
to be chronicled as a success. 


McVICKBER’S—** JACK O DIAMONDS.” 


There is one reason why the new play, Jack 


o' Diamonds,” presented at MeVicker’s last 
evening, cannot become a success, and that 
reason being radical cannot be overcome dy 
any virtue of dialog or plot. Tne aim of the 
stage is to reflect life and not any isolated or 
abnormal phase which can be recognized only 
by the initiated few. In this piece the story is 
made to hinge upon the particular form of 
vice known as gambimg; and no matter how 
truthfully the subject may be treated or how 
sound a moral may be inculcated, the fact 
remains that the spirit of the 

being special and not general 
significance, will be a matter 
utter indifference to the mass of playgoers. 
The ethics of the card-table there is no occa- 
sion to discuss in this connection; it is quite 
sufficient—and to the point—to remark that 
tre essential fault in question must render 
the work quite futile. 

But it may be said that the gambler bas often 
before been utilized in drama and fiction with 
picturesque effect. Quite true; but only, it 
must be remembered, as an incidental, 
not a central, persunage. The hero of the 
present play has evidently been lifted bodily 
out of Gabriel Conroy,“ and a new drama 
has been built up about bis person; but 
although the work has been dexterously accom- 
plished, it is too obviously artificial in purpose 
to possess a vital value. A character may 
grow out of a piay; but plays do not grow out 
of a character. It will be difficult, moreover, 
to make the community at large sympathize 
with a man whose griefs and whose calling 
suggest the conflicting ideas of poetry and of 
police. 

Mr. Clay Greene, the author of this work, 
has shown some ingenuity in the management

JUDGE VINCENT’S DEFENSE. 


HIS LETTER TO THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL, 
AND ACCOMPANYING INDORSEMENTS. 
‘Santa Fa, N. M., Oct. 18.—Cnief-Justice 
Vincent arrived home at 1 o’clock today, and 
tonight wired the following to Washington: 
The Hon. 4. H. Garland, Attorney-General: I in- 
fer from newspaper dispatches that my suspension 
was caused by the appointment of Stephen W. 
Dorsey as one of the Jury Commissioners in Colfax 
County Court, a court having no jurisdiction of 
United States land matters or busipess. A bad 
state of affairs existed in that county. Large 
numbers of the people are divided into angry and 
hostile factions, arising out of strictly local 
causes. A great part of the remainder were in 
sympathy with one or the other of these factions. 
, assaults had been made on the county 
jail and three men killed. The factional feeling 
was bitter, and various armed conflicts had been 
threatened. Disinterested and competent jurors 
were difficult to be found. Among she few men 
who had taken no part or who bad no sympathy 
with either side was Dorsey. It was believed his 
appointment and action as Jury Commissioner 
would greatiy tend to alleviate the unhappy condi- 
tion of things there. My action was dictated solely 
by this last consideration. I desire to visit Wash- 
ington for the purpose of my vindication. Please 
wire me.

In her race with the Albany the latter was left 
many miles astern and the Tioga, which entered 
the race on Lake Huron, was so badly beaten as 
to leave no further chance for argument. The 
Jewett made the run from Port Huron to Milwau- 
kee, a distance of 578 miles, in 37 hours 20 minutes 
and 30 seconds.

Thus it will be seen that the Jewett beat the 
Albany three hours and forty-five minutes actual 
sailing time, and gained fifty-eight minutes on the 
Tioga. When a reporter called at the Union Line 
office yesterday he found every one delighted over 
the result of the race, although neither Mr. Mor- 
tord nor any of his subordinates had any idea that 
their pet flyer would be beaten. Over at the West- 
ern Line office the attachés professed to know 
nothing about the race. Our boats are not per- 
mitted to race,” said one, and any Cap- 
tain who jeopardizes his. boat by racing 
with another will be promptiy discharged from 
the line. Besides, it is all nonsense to talk about 
her racing with the Jewett in der present con- 
dition. Why, the Albany was in anything but rac- 
ing trim, as only one of her boilers could be used 
on the up trip.“ This latter statement is about on 


a par with the one made by Mr. Morford to the ef- 
fect that the Jewett lost her wheel shortly after 
leaving Port Huron, and the mishap was not discov- 
ered until the boat arrived at Milwaukee. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Oct. 19.—[Special.}—The pro- 
peller Albany arrived at 4:15 o’clock this morning, 
three hours and forty-five minutes after the 
Jewett, but Capt. Williams is not disposed to ad- 
mit that he was beaten. He says that the boats 
are evenly matched, and claims that the Albany 
led while the race lasted. He says no race had 
been proposed from Detroit to Milwaukee, that it 
was accidental, that they met about ten miles be- 
low Detroit, and that qn account of the Jewett's 
reputation as the fastest propeller on 
the lakes he decided to give her a brush. 
The race was without the knowledge of 
bis employers and was entirely on his own re- 
sponsibility. If an accident had occurred he says 
he would expect to be put upon the dock when he 
reached Buffalo. Then, too, he had the disadvan- 
tege in thefrace, as he had 500 tons more freight, 
and consequentiy drawing more water than the 
Jewett. He says he led the Jewett two lengths 
when they passed Detroit, and had increased it to 
five lengths on leaving the mouth of the river at 1 
o’clock Saturday afternoon. The race on the rivers 
was exciting, but more so on lake Huron, 
when the Jewettattempted to come alongside, and 
thecrews of both boats yelled with delight. The 
Albany, he says, retained the lead to orf Sand 
Beach, when he checked down to her usual speed, 
and it was not until then that the Jewett passed 
him. He says mat the race was having a telling 
effect on his pile, and it was for the reason 
that he was under orders to run as economically as 
possible on fuel that he checked down. 
It was a réce of 130 miles, and the 
Albany retained the lead, leaving Capt. 
Williams of the opinion that if both boats were 
prepared for a race,and each crowded to her utmost, 
the Albany would hold ber own with the Jewets. 
The Jewett overhauled the Tioga on Lake Michi- 
gan, and an exciting race took place. but as both 
boats are of the same line it was on the quiet, and 
consequently littie is said about it, although the 
officers of the Tioga were somewhat jubilant de- 
cause they reached Milwaukee ten minutes ia ad- 
vance of the Jewett. 


HEAVY WIND AND DISAGREEABLE WEATHER 


The weather was extremely disagreeable on the 
lake yesterday. The wind was blowing hard from 
the north and avery heavy sea was running. A 
steady rain prevailed throughout the day and 
vessel masters say it is about the ™ dirtiest 
weather they have experienced this season. The 
severity of the weather was made manifest in the 
harbor by the large number of vessels waiting for 
the wind to change. Several large vessels and 
quite a fleet of light lumber hookers ran back for 
shelter. A heavy current was noticeable in the 
river, the water rising thirteen inches in an hour. 
No accidents to shipping were reported in the 
vicinity of Chicago. 


THE GALE AT MILWAUKEE. 


MILWAUKEE, Wies. Oct. 19.—[{Special.)}—BHarly 
this morning a gale set in from the eastward, later 
in the day going to northeast, and this evening 
canted around to northwest, and is blowing hard. 
At ore time the wind was forty miles an hour and 
a very heavy sea is running, which, witha con- 
tinuous rain all day, has made it very disagreeable 
on the lake, The steam-barge N. K. Fairbank and 
consort C. G. King, coal-laden for Chicago, made 
the harbor this evening aftera rough experience, 
and both had narrow escapes from going onto 
the pliers. The Fairbank. was boarded dy 
heavy seas, which carried away her bulwarks. In 
jibing, her foreboom was carried away. The King 
had considerable wuter in her hold, Her crew 
worked all day at the pumps to keep the water from 
gaining, while the seas broke over her continually. 
The Captain thinks that she made the water largely 
through her hatches, and will not knuw until morn- 
ing whether or not it will be necessary to dock her 
here. 

The tug Coe, while lying at the new break- 
water this afternoon, narrowly escaped founder- 
ing. Three seas in quick succession swept 
completely over the breakwater, boarded her, 
smmashed all her windows, and stove in her doors 
until there was several feet of waterin her hold 
and her decks filled with water. Her crew was 
preparing to cut away her bulwarks to free her, 
when she cleared herself. 

The steam-barge G. T. Burroughs dumped her 
deck load of about 2,000 ties when off North Point 
this afternoon. 

The schr Boaz is at anchor under the breakwater, 
and the schrs Mary D. Ayer, Oak Leaf, C. C. Trow- 
bridge, L. W. Perry, and I. M. Forest, loaded for 
ports up the lake, and the schr Rising Star, light, 
are in the harbor. The prop Albany is aiso de- 
tained, and none of the regular line boats, except 
the stmr Chicago, which iett for Chicago at 10 
o’clock tonight, got away. 


FREIGHTS AND CHARTERS, 


There was considerable demand for vessel room 
yesterday and carriers had no difficulty in obtain- 
ing 244 cents on corn to Buffalo. The props R. A. 
Packer and lron Age and schrs R. B. Hayes and 
San Diego were engaged to loud 191,000 bushels of 
corn at that figure. These comprised the list of en- 
gagements up to the close of Change. During the 
afternoon a Western Line boat was chartered and 
the schr L. 8. Hammond was placed for 21,000 
bushels of fiaxseed to Buffalo at 3 cents. 
The latter is. the highest rate paid 
since the opening of navigation. It 
is not indicative, however, of any immediate ad- 
vance in market rates, but was paid for the simple 
reason that a shipper bad a small cargo that re- 
quired immediate shipment and there was no other 
vessel ready to load it. These smafl lots are usu- 
ally taken by line propellers; but at present the 
line boats are well supplied with package freight. 
Lumber freights were quiet at vachanged rates.

Moody left the boat in charge of tne remainder of 
the crew last Friday night, and he and the en- 
gineer started up-town to telegraph Capt. Dun- 
ham of their safe arrival. Before leaving they 
were warned to avoid coming in contact with the 
Indians, the crew telling them that the country fairly 
swarmed witb redskins, all of whom were bent on 
plundering the whites. When it was about time 
for Capt. Moody and bis companion to return the 
crew determined to give them a scare. y went 
ashore and concealed themselves a clump 
of brush by tne roadside. In order to reach the 
beat the Captain and engineer had to traverse a 
lonely road which led from the town to the dock 
through a thick wood. The crew bad barely time 
to conceal themselves when their victims were 
seen coming down the road at a rapid gait. Capt. 
Moody was talking loudly and gesticulating wildly 
as he came along. “I'd just like to meet & 
pack of them pesky redskins,’’ be exclaimed 
as he clenched his. fists and looked cautiously 
about, I'd show them what a Chicago tugman is 
made of.“ [ believe you,” echoed the engineer. 
At that instant the woods seemed to resound with 
a perfect volley of war-whoops.

LIGHT ON CLEVELAND BREAKWATER.

COOK COUNTY INSANE. | 
EX-SUPERINTENDENT KIERNAN DRAWS* A 

GLOOMY PICTURE OF THEIR CONDITION— 

THE REMEDY. : 

At a meeting of the Chicago Medical Society 
held at the Grand Pacific last evening among 
other papers read was one by Dr. James G. 
Kiernan, ex-Medical Superintendent of the 
Cook County Insane Asylum, on County 
Provision for the Insane.“ The Cook County 
institutions, he said, were under a political 
machine and bad been so ever since Chicago 
assumed metropolitan proportions. In 1875 
Dr. J. S. Jewell, then and now one of Chicago’s 
jeading neurologists, read a paper before a 
Chicago medical society entitled The Insane 
Poor. Roused by its revelations, the society 
appointed a committee to investigate the mat- 
ter. Tue Inn of the same year 
made an independent investigation, and found 
that the Committce on Charities, after making 
a superficial examination on its periodical 
visit, indulged in orgies with the liquor fur- 
nished for the use of the patients, and that on 
holidays a general drunk was indulged in by 
the empioyés, the institution being transformed 
into a low saloon frequented by a host of bum- 
mers. Dr. Kiernan here said that with some 
modifications the same might said of the 
Cook Couuty Hospital for the Insanetoday. In 
1883, when a woman physician was appointed to 
assist in the care of the female patients, it was 
a common to give auy of them who 
complained a dose of whisky and chioral to 

uiet tnem, and if this did not act as a remedy 

oF their ailment then the doctor was called as 
alast resource. That the attendants, both 
male and female, helped themselves quite 
largely from the ward whisky bottie, which 
was filled whenever they desired, was beyond 
doubt, Dr. Kiernan said, quoting the woman 
physician, who is now at Kankakee. 
“Where will you find two patients?“ she said, 
fiercely fighting for a piece of potato given 
only as a Sunday luxury. Where will you 
find the hog’s head, hair and ail, given to pa- 
tients? I bave often picked out the half of a 
bog’s ear, with the hair on it, from a dish set 
before the patients to eat. The drug-room 
was the greater part of the time turned into a 
Saloon. Often 1 have had to wait fora pre- 
scription which was needed for an urgent case 
until the druggist bad served with beer, port, 
sherry, or whisky a roomful of men.“ 
The engineers and other mechanics had keys 
to the female wards, and the assistant en- 
gineer frequently visiied them in an intoxicat- 
ed condition. Every Saturday.a dance was 
held, and were frequently brought 
up into the dance-ball and emptied by the at- 
tendants and employés after the patients had 


Dr. Kiernan introduced evidence to show 
that the institution remained in much the 
same condition during 1884 85 in spite of the 
efforts of the medical staff, and then submitted 
the following comparative statement of the cost 
of the Cook County Asylum with other similar 
Institutions: 

Cook County Asylum, 567 patients, cost 8188. 089. 
During the same time 341 patients at Binghamton, 
N. T., cost $72,065; 533 at Flein, III., cost $109,519; 
599 at Anna, III., cost $115,360; 633 at Jacksonville, 
III., cost $112,888; 639 at Kankakee, III., cost $101,- 
232; 1,748 at Willard, N. V., cost $278,949; 1,286 in 
the New York County Insane Asylam cost $162,569. 
The annual average cost of the Cook Gounty 
patients was $821.68, of the Illinois State asylum 


|} patients $184.02, of the New York State patients 


$154.23, and the average cost of the New York 
County pacients was $126.51. 

Dr. Kiernan then proposed the following 
remedy: A complete change in the system 
is required, and this can be secured, as I 
pointed out to the society three years ago, by 
giving to the State Board of Charitics, as is 
done in Wisconsin, complete control over all 
county almsbouses and asylum expenditures 
and appointments. Ali the evils mentioned re- 
sult from the lack of sufficient supervisory 
power by the State Board of Charities, and this 
board should also be aided, as in New York 
State, by volunteer visitors in the different 
counties, to whom it could delegate its powers. 
Laws to secure these results should be passed 
when the Legislature meets, for until this is 
done the condition of the insane in county in- 
— will remain, as it is, a disgrace to 

ois.“

JUSTICE WHITE'S COURSE QUESTIONED—HIS 
AUTHORITY FOR HIS ACTIONS. 

The action of Justice C. J. Whitein return- 
ing special-bail bonds to the city, marked: 
“Discharged for lack of jurisdiction.“ has ex- 
cited considerable comment. The fact is that a 
man who is arrested and piaces $25 in the hands 
of the police at the Desplaines Street Station, 
if White’s rulmg is correct, need have no fear 
of any bad results issum from the crime for 
which he is arrested. He need not appear the 
next morning; bis case will be dismissed, and 
money refunded to the depositor. During the 
last year there have been about twenty of 
these cases; but if the criminal classes should 
appreciate the full effects of the methods of 
procedure the number would be increased in- 
finitly. Justice White says that under the ex- 
isting law be can do noth: but dismiss the 
cases which come before him in this way. He 
bases his opinion upon a decision of the Su- 
preme Court, quoted in Scammon, Illinois Re- 
ports, Vol. 2, page 468, which is as follows: |

When 
asked about bis intention after the meeting be 
declined to zive expression to them, and it is 
probabie that he bas not decided, but is wait- 
ing to see what bope there is in the prospect of 
placing the institution in a better way financiul- 
ly. In the board ne expressed himself strong- 
ly of the opinion that the movementin that 
direction would succeed. It would be no diffi- 
cult matter to seoure a splendid en- 
dowment in the East, be said, if the 
West would pay the existing indeptedness, 
The way to do this was to go right at it. Chr 
cago, the seat of the Great Empige of the West, 
ought to have an institution Of its own with 
its own characteristics—not an Oxford or a 
Harvard, but a Chicago university. All that 
was needed was to get the Northwest to take 
hold and such an institution would be beyond 
danger. 

Dr. Lorimer then went on to consider the 
difficulties in the way, and his remarks were 
ably seconded by a number of members pro- 
posing to raise their share of the indebtedness. 
After this burst of entuustasm the board con- 
tinued its work of reorganization. 

The Executive and Finance Committees had 
a sbort session after the adjournment of the 

and decided to make immediate over- 
tures to President De Witt of the Maine Mutual 
Life-Insurance Company, whien holds the in- 
debtedness upon the institution, for a favora- 
ble compromise, which, it is believed, will be 
obtained by the new régime, the ill-feeling 
consequent upon the long litigation with the 
iusurance company havigg died out with the 
change of management. 

There is another proposition which will be 
brought before the trustees soon for their ac 
tion. It is to divide up the ten acres the uni 
versity now occupies between the insurance 
company, the university, aud the Douglas heirs 
on some equitabie basis which would estop the 
suits of the latter and at the same time pre- 
serve to the institution its buildings. Still an- 
other proposition is to lease the north and 
south portions of the land for buildings and 
secure a fair income from this source, As the 
property would be for educational purposes it 
would escape taxation and commanda much 
higher reatal than it would otherwise.

The jury held a short session, but adjourned 
without having considered any cases of public 
interest.

SABBATH SERVICES DISCUSSED AT THE REGU- 

LAR MONTHLY MEETING, 

The Chicago Congregational Club held the 
first of its annual series of eight monthly 
meetings at the Palmer House last night. One 
hundred and thirty-four members vanquisbed 
a tempting repast, during which process the 
following names were voted upon and their 
owners admitted to membership: The Rev. 
M. F. Hollister, Samuel V. Ryland, E. R. War- 
ren, Waterman Hunt, Arthur L. Fanning, the 
Rev. Theo. L. Prudden, and John M. Brown. 

The subject of disoussion for the evening 
was Sabbath Services,. and the first paper 
was read by the Rey. Edward D. Eaton of Oak 
Park, who diagnosed the “drift and advance 
of Sunday serviees in Chicago.” He deciared 
that the most dangerous drift into which socie- 
ty was now suffering itself to be led was the 
habit of fegarding Sunday services as a sort of 
entertainment—holy, beautiful, and Obristian, 
but still an entertainment—and the average 
church-goer was more given to criticism of a 
sermon, plank by plank, and section by sec- 
tion, after the same fashion that he 
would treat a lecture, than to 3 
proper study of it tor his own good. 
There was too strong a tendency towards 
luxury In churehes, 80 much so that the sanc- 
tuaries that were-intended by the Almighty to 
be havens ot restand peace for all mankind 
were deserted by the rough-hewn element of 
society. As a method of advance be coun- 
seled purity of thought. spirituality of pur- 
pose, and untiring labor as essential to the suc- 
cessful combating of the drift.“ 

A. A. Knight of Plymouth Church read a 
warmly-applaudea paper on “The Evening 
Service.“ Above all things, he said, the serv- 
ices should be short; let the heavy artiilery be 
fired off in the morning, and those who sought 
rest at night be supplied with it in the form of 
an hour of comforting prayer and discourse. 
The evening service should be light. like the 
evening meal; enough to satisfy, but not to re- 
tard the digestion. 

Prof. Samuel Ives Curtiss, in a paper on

FACTORY INSURANCE. 


HOW MANUFACTURING COMPANIES SHOULD 
BUILD AND INSURE THEIR QUARTERS. 

In an address delivered by him at Minne- 
apolis Sept. 17 last Mr. Edward Atkinson, 
President of a Boston mutual insurance com- 
pany. who has acquired some reputation as a 
statistician and political economist, gave utter- 
ance to some neteworthy hints regarding the 
construction of buildings, their protection 
against fire, and the most profitable metbod, 
for their owners, of insurmmg them. In the 
matter of insurance Mr. Atinson counsels 
mill-owners, merchants, and business-men 
generally to combine for their own protection 
and consequent profit; or, in other words, to 
combine their premiums on a mutual system, 
which, he claima, would bring the cost of in- 
surance down to 6 or 10 per cent of 
the premiums, instead of combining pre- 
miums in stock ipsurance companies 
at an average cost of 385 per cent: 
In 188% all the insurance companies reporting 
to the Insurance Commissioner of New York 
received fire premiums of $78,000,000. Their 
losses, in round figures, were 850. 000, 000, or 64 
per cent; their expenses 828. 500. 000, or 37 per 
cent; making 101 per cent and necessitating 
considerable drawing on capital to make good 
the deficiency. The inherent risk of the prop- 
erty covered by the factory mutuals is greater 
than the average risk of that covered by the 
stock companies. Were it possible to apply 
this system of preventing loss $78,000,000 paid 
m premiums would under it yield a result as 
follows: Losses, expenses, and taxes, all told, 
$25,000,000, leaving $53,000,000 to de returned 
to the assured or be set aside for their future 
benefit. : 

With regard to the construction and protec- 
tion of builaings, Mr. Atkinson advocates one 
or two story buildings for factories. For the 
construction of a factory of from one to five 
stories the plan of the Boston Manufacturers’ 
Mutual Insurance Company is as follows: 
The timbers are 10x12 or 12x14 mohes; 
8 feet, 9 feet, or 10 feet on centres. 
They may be solid, or in two parts, bolted to- 
gether, not exceeding twenty-five feet span. 
The floor vianks laid flat on these timbers, 
grooved and spliced. Over this a top floor laid. 
No sheathing permitted, but in dangerous de- 
partments plastering is laid on wire lathing, 
the roof to be of the same construction, with 
pitch. Exposed windows and doorways are 
protected with wooden doors of two thicknesses 
of one-inch pine or oak. No concealed space 
should be permitted in floor, partition, or roof, 
allowing the open timber construction gives a 
free play for water. —

The market was 
firm because there was no product offered for sale, 
and it was a little easier in the afternoon on the 
second attack of weakness in wheat. The foreign 
markets showed little change, and our shipments 
were oly moderate in volume, but the receipts 
were also rather light.
